Beyond the bilateral economic problems, Mr Diouf was 

eager to talk with his elder about security in West 

Africa, the problems of the BCOWAS, the WASC [West African 
Students Confederation], the UMOA [West African Monetary 
Union|, but also of the problems of the OAU, whose next 
summit, in June in Na .robi, is in danger of being dominated 
by the Western Sahara question. 


Political Reunions 


Four months after the voluntary retirement from government of Leopold Sedar Senghor, 
President Houphouet-Boigny, receiving his successor, for the first time paid homage 
to tiis unprecedented gesture of the former Senegalese head of state. 


He did it in terms and circumstances that the political finesse of the "Old Man" 
exempts from any innocence. Speaking precisely of Mr Senghor's resignation, the 
ivorian president affirmed that he "shows clearly that the African nations are not 
destined to go through successions in the midst of convulsions that recall the fall 
of the Roman empire." Why this homage, now, to Abdou Diouf? 


The Senegalese-Ivorian Tandem 

Would it be, without damaging Mr Senghor's sensitivity--even flattering him--a way of 
showing that a new start must be made in the progress of the Senegalese-Ivorian tan- 
dem? All the more so, and this is willingly admitted on the Senegalese s‘de, be- 
cause the cooperation between Dakar and Abidjan "has not always been satisfactory."

Vissatistaction that resulted from nothing less than the personalities of Presidents 
Houphouet-Boigny and Senghor, who, a8 the REUTERS Special correspondent in Abidjan 
has written, did not always have the same approach to African political problems. 


(hus, it there is one point today on which Ivorians and Senegalese seem to be in 
agreement, it is that a certain number of preliminaries were necessary before it 
would be possible to make the relations between the two countries more dynami.. 


However little Mr Diouf's visit to Abidjan gives rise to anything other than peti- 
tions of principle and declarations of intent, the political reunions that took piace 
there could have a notable influence, more or less long term, on the evolution of the 
situation in the West African region. It is significant in this connection that the 
Visit of the Senegalese head of state is happening less than 3 weeks from the Sixth 
Summit ot the Economic Community of the States of West Africa. The ivory Coast and 
Senegal are in fact the only two countries of the region, with the exception of 
Nigeria, that are in a position to claim a preponderant regional political role. 


Principal Economic Driving Forces 


Both, however, have this handicap, that they are confronted with serious economic 
troubles, more accentuated no doubt in the second country than in the first, which 
was spared from the drought and enjoys a more prosperous economy. In any case, they 
are the principal economic driving forces of the WASC, and the fact that during the 
Diouf-liouphouet-Boigny talks they broached the troubles of the UMOA and the pros- 
pect of the return of Mali to that Union shows how much people are aware in Dakar 

as in Abidjan of the role these two capitals are called upon to play in the region. 


Foreign Alliances 


Another handicap is found in the foreign alliances of the two countries, which cause 
their neighbors to look upon them with some distrust. Even though, in this perspec- 
tive, things could evolve in another direction than in the past. Mr Diouf is in the 
act of giving another content to Senegal's Maghribian policy, and well informed 
circles do not fail to recall the coldness that characterizes relations between 
France and the Ivory Coast, at least at the level of both heads of state. Of course, 
it will take time for the two countries to succeed in shifting their respective di- 
plomacies to a direction that is more West African than Western; taking into ac- 
count, on the other hand, the uncertainty surrounding Mr Houphouet-Boigny's succes- 


sion. 


be that as it may, of Abdou Diouf's six trips out of the country since he has been 
the head of the Senegalese state, his tiip to the Ivory Coast is still the one that 
gets the most attention from observers today. Perhaps because a Dakar-Abidjan axis 
is more natural and more consequential than a Dakar-Rabat axis.

ANGOLAN OI[L==The Deputy Minister for Water and Energy, Ndugu ‘igar Maokola-Majogo, 
returned from Luanda, Angola, on Wednesday this week with the good news that An- 
gOla has agreed in principle to supply Tanzania with part of its oil needs. Ndugu 
Maokola-Majogo, who had been attending an energy meeting in Angola, said the 
agreement had been reached during bilateral talks wi 4 the Angolan Minister of 
Oil, Ndugu S. E. Jorge. He said the Angolan Government had agreed to supply 
Tanzania with the oil on credit terms. It was also agreed that payment for the 
oil would be made in exchange of goods. The Deputy Minister eaid Angola would 
“supply us with part of our ofl requirements and consider payment on a long term 
basis". Angola, he said, had also offered to train Tanzanians in various subjects 
including petroleum exploration and piping, at the Angola Petroleum Institute ef- 
fective October this year. Ndugu Maokola-Majogo, who attended a three-day meeting 
on petroleum and development in Luanda, said his Ministry would follow up the An- 
golan offers and inform Luanda of “our requirements".

{Text} Over 150 political prisoners are currently being held in solitary confinement 
in Maiabo's prisons, according to a document sent a week ago by opponents in the 
capital of Lquatorial Guinea to travelers leaving the territory. 


ihe arrests, which began 10 April following an attempt coup d'etat 

that failed to overthrow President Teodoro Obiang Nguema, who overthrew his uncle, 
the dictator Francisco Macias Nguema, in 1979, have affected the military as well as 
civilians. The document sent to the travelers, which is circulating in Yaounde 
(Cameroon), also gives a list of eight important persons who have been arrested and 
incarcerated. Among them are several former ministers of the former regime. These 
include in particular Salvador Nsue Mico, former minister of agriculture; 

Braulio lchinda, former minister of Labor, as well as several highly-placed off:- 
cials, including the director of "central services" at the presidency and the general 
manager of the Lquatorial Guinea Credit and Development Bank. 


Although the document that arrived in Yaounde does not state the reasons for the ar- 
rests, it seems, according to observers, that the announcement of the putsch bears 
witness to a growing nervousness among tne ruling class in Malabo. According to the 
same sources, there is hardly any doubt that the Equatorian leaders are currently en- 
gaging in a closely-fought struggle for control of the government and the conducting 
ot a policy of cooperating with the West or the Eastern bloc, according to the groups. 


Within this context, therefore, belongs the wave of arrests, which affects the for- 
mer "Macists" as well as the left wing of the regime led by the vice president of the 
supreme Military Council (CMS), Lt |marine] Florencio Mayel, who is said to favor 
maintaining relations with the Soviet Union, unlike President Obiang Nguema. 





Hlowever, there are indications that the situation has returned to normal in Malabo, 
after the attempted putsch which, according to trustworthy sources, caused close to 
|\7 deaths, including two soldiers of the Moroccan army, which has been responsible 
for protecting the head of state since he "sent the Cuban advisers home."

We think the time has come now to crystallize our presence in Equatorial Guinea in 
the form of a representation that will function regularly and without interrup- 
rion=-a representation that will offer to Equatorial Guinea, to Spain and to the 
world the best possible printed, radio broadcast and telecast news services. 

These are our objectives and this is why we are here--to improve, through new 
technical facilities and professional and human efforts, the interchange of 

press information between our two countries. 


The historical ties that unite the Republic of Equatorial Guinea, the Kingdom of 
Spain and their respective peoples have moved the management of the EPE and its 
beard of directors to devote, beginning now, their careful, constructive and 
respectful attention to Bquatorial Guinea at the decisive historic moment this 
country is now undergoing. 


As you are aware, we are all concerned over the appearance outside the borders of 
Equatorial Guinea of articles and news reports that convey a deformed and biased 
image of the reality in Bquatorial Guinea and of the cooperation between our two 
countries. Well, the best way to neutralize these attitudes is precisely by means 
of reliable truthful reporting of the process of national reconstruction. The 
PPE, faithful to its statutory imperatives, will in no case submit to influences 
Cr co siderations that would distort the exactness or objectivity of the news. 


[Question ] In establishing itself in Equatorial Guinea, what are the EFE's 
aspirations in this country? 


Fanswer | I would not call them aspirations, but rather objectives; and they can 
be brought down to one: To distribute Spanish and international news in Equatorial 
Guinea and Equatorial Guinean and Central African news in Spain and to our sub- 
scribers throughout the world, especially in Latin America; in countries to which 
we are linked by the same historical and cultural ties as with Equatorial Guinea, 
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and within Whe framework of that philosophical concept that the Equatorial Guinean 
head of state, Colone] Obiang Nguema Mbasogo, himself has defined as Afro-!Iberic 
Americanism, and of which he, personally, is one of the principal driving forces. 


[Question] What are the EFE's working methods in Equatorial Guinea going to be? 


[Answer | From Malabo, we will be using the usual communications Links, 

that is, one telex Line, the telephone and regular mail, as do all EFE 
representations and as is the standard and customary practice of all press agen- 
cies worldwide. The EFE will preferably use telex for its operations, since it 
offers a higher grade of service than the other means. We hope very shortly to be 
in a position to distribute to all the world the most significant events taking 
place in Equatorial Guinea in particular, and in Central Africa in general, by way 
of our 180,000 kilometers of worldwide network, additional distan © covered by 
our international satellite network, and 25,000 kilometers of international 
telegraph network.

warked by improved relations with Nouakchott and by the pragmatism of the new rela- 
tions with Algiers: There is disagreement on one point--the Sahara--and cooperation 
on everything else, 


The new Seneg:lese diplomacy is nevertheless part of the continuity of Senghorian 
principles, which determines the boundaries of possible changes. So, at least for 
the short term, the establishment of relations with Luanda may be ruled out. 


From Taef to Yamoussoukro, the pace of Abdou Diouf's movements abroad is at least 
equal to that for which his compatriots biamed Leopold Sedar Senghor. And this is 
not the end. The Senegalese president is expected in Conakry for a meeting of the 
OMVG (Gambia River Development Organization), and in Yaounde. However, there is no 
burst of criticism from the people. 


liere is what is most amazing, most startling in Senegal in this spring of 1981: the 
Senegalese are no longer arguing. Abdou Diouf and his team are enjoying the benefits 
»f an extraordinary state of grace. 


The whole political scene is stirring. Changes of persons in the administration and 
in the public institutions are in progress and seem to be giving greater importance 
to competence. One even sees the return of men like Babacar Ba, who is emerging in 
Kaolack from a long purgatory. The fight against corrupt practices is expected to 
cause some heads to fall. 


The political scene is prodigiously favorable to the government. Unlimited multi- 
partism, combined at the end with the “cryptopersonal opposition" of Mamadou Dia and 
Cheik Anta Diop, caused the latter to lose their )4los at the same time that it with- 
drew from Abdoulaye Wade his privilege as institutional opponent.

MERCENARY IN FACTION FIGHTING--Pietermaritzburg--A former Parachute Battalion of- 
ficer, Mr Johann Friedrich Verster (28) who was allegedly hired as a mercenary by 
a warring Zulu clan in Natal's Meinga district, yesterday appeared briefly in the 
Pietermaritzburg Supreme Court on 14 charges of murder and 12 more counts related 
to faction fighting. The State alleges that during a faction fight between the 
cwane and Sithole clans in the Jobskop area of Msinga, Mr Verster murdered 14 
cwane clan members by saipping at them from vantage points. He is also alleged 
to have supplied weapons and ammunition to Sithole clan, maintained and repaired 
their iirearms, and taken money from individual members without producing the 
promised weapons.

PRESIDENT ANNOUNCES MERGER OF TWO MINING COMPANIES 
President's Remarks 
Lusaka TIMES OF ZAMBIA in English 16 May 81 pp 1, 8 


(Text) The two mining glante--Nchanga Consolidated Copper Mines and Roan Consoli- 
dated Mines--are to merge, President Kaunda announced in Lusaka yesterday. 


Apmouncing the far-reaching decision at a Presse conference at State House, Dr 
Kaunda ealid the measure wae aimed at rationalising the operations of the mining in- 
dustry in view of the world recession and the problems the industry has been ex- 
pertencing. 


Addressing a Presse conference at State House, Dr Kaunda said NCCM and RCM would 
morge to form a group to be known as the Zambia Consolidated Copper Mines (ZCCM) 
which will direct the mining operations. 


This represented a logical step in the developasat of the mining industry and it 
was part of the reorganisation of the country's economy. 


Hie described the move as “simply one of rationalisation." 


He named an eight=-man negotiating committee to implement the merger and assured 
the nation that the relative positions of shareholders ard direct rs would remain 
effectively unchanged and their rights would be fully preserved. 


The committee will be headed by Minister of Pinance Mr Kebby Musokotwane as chair- 
man. 


Membere are Zimco director-general Mr James Mapoma; Bank of Zambia governor Mr 
Sitwell Kuwani, permanent secretaries for Mining Mr Julian Masaninga and Legal 
Affaire Mr Cheriee Manyema. Others are NCCM managing director Mr Francis Kaunda, 
his RCM counterpart Mr David Phiri and Memaco managing director Mr Lawrence 
Mutakesha. 


A new and “dynamic” team to man the new company would be announced as soon as nego- 
tiations are over, the President said. 


ve gave reasons why the Party and ite Government decided to merge the mining in- 
dustry as: 
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~wSelective mining at various sites should produce a better overall result and pro- 
duction and extraction programmes phased over the entire Copperbelt should facili- 
tate @ conservation of resources coupled with maintenance of appropriate produc- 
tion levela at economic costs, 


"This may necessitate temporary closure of some mines when metal prices are low 
but the industry as a whole must benefit from thie type of planning," he said, 


~eWith reduced world demand for both copper and cobalt, there is much to be gained 
by relating production to market requirements for the appropriate qualities and 
forms of metals, This can be more readily achieved if all production was in one 
company . 


~-Because NCCM mines are predominantly oxide ores, they are not able to produce 
enough suiphide concentrates for use in the production of sulphuric acid which 
it needs anc has to import acid at great cost to cupplement the shortfall. 


"With a merger of the two mining operations, a single company will be better placed 
to work out a comprehensive production plan so that the two present companies’ 
different ores can be blended with a view to maximising production of both metal 
and acid,” he added. 


~-Research and development in another area in which a merger will be of consider- 
able benefit since at present, this is limited oy the financial resources available 
tc each company. Only developing new processes and investigating new mining tech- 
niques can the life of the mines be maximised and the available ore utilised to the 
best advantage. 


The all-important field of prospecting and exploration has been neglected in re- 
cent vears becaure of the many other difficulties with which both companies have 
been faced and ca which their attention and individual resources have been con- 
centrated. 








‘le said the werged company should be better equipped to devote the necessary addi- 
tional resources to this neglected field. 


--Tt is essentisa * make the best use of existing plants and equipment and proces- 
sing and refining tacilities and to effect whatever savings are possible by eli- 
minating duplication. 


che President said there were examples of under-utilised facilities and of separate 
plans for capital expenditure on similar new facilities or rehabilitation and im- 
provement of existing facilities. 


Significant cost savings could be achieved by the integration of the two businesses 
into one. 


--A merger of the two companies will create a very large and financially stronger 
unit which should be better placed to raise funds in the international money mar- 
kete in order to finance and develop its activities. 
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--Stores holdings ie anether area where savings can be achieved by coordinated 
planning and pooling of resources which te possible in a single company. It would 
fet be necessary to maintain and finance as 4 large quantity of stores as ia cure 
reutly maintained by the two companies, 


~=In the mining industry, technical anc other specialist services are of utmost 
importance and a merger of the two businesses will enable more efficient and coat 
effective use to be made of the expertise available to the two companies. 


De Kaunda told the Presse conference that both NCCM and RCM were trying to fight 
the effects of falling ore grades in the older mines and a general depletion of re- 
serves, 


asec om current commercial assesements, it was expected that the RCM ore reserves 
mined at present would exhaust well before those of NCCM, 


While both companies were involved in mining of copper and cobalt, each had differ- 
ent problems and advantages, some of which were complementary. 


"lt te vital to the industry as a whole that the various operations of the busi- 
nesses be closely coordinated and the necessary priorities are given :o their ac- 
tivities.” 


He assured employees in the mining industry that the exercise had been undertaken 
with their intereste in mind. 


"Thies is not a prescription for redundancies, but rather it is a scheme which will 
ensure that all employees are deoloyed to the best of their abilities without the 
narrow restrictions of separate company identities." 


Their talents and skills would be put to the best use in the larger unity. He 
promised a bright future to hard workers.

"I call upon all workers to redouble their efforts in ensuring that the new order 
succeeds." 


ile thanked both Anglo-American Corporation and Amax for their agreement in princi- 
ple to the reorganisation, adding that the Party and its Government looked forward 
to their continued participation. 


He assured investors that the presence of the two companies in the new company was 
ample justification of the fact that they were welcome in Zambia. 


The President paid tribute to the managements of RCM and NCCM for their dedication 
and commitment. 


Their responsibilities were heavy and at times frightening, but they shouldered 
them with defiant determination. 
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Ne said when negotiations were completed, he would name a new team to man the new 
company. 


Those appointed should be competent and technically qualified to run the affaires 
of the company in line with the interests and aspirations of all the shareholders. 


"We cannot afford to have this kind of reo ganisation frustrated through ineptitude, 
incompetence and inefficiency. We have no more time for experiments and ‘kami- 
kaze’ managers,” he declared.

(NCSR) hae made yet another breakthrough in energy conservation. Th council has 
developed a simple pilot gas plant at ite Chililabombwe farm by mixing fresh cow 
dung and water. The gas has been successfully demonstrated for cooking and could 
be used as an alternative energy source in rural areas. Bio-gas supervisor Mr 
Chrispin Nambayo said the project was the first developed at NCSR laboratories. 
The plant was a low cost technology which once fully developed could supply gas to 
villagers. NCS secretary-general Dr Sitali Silangwa was optimistic that after 
modifications to the plant his organisation would be able to advise villagers on 
how to make use of dung as an alternative to charcoal.

Once we have given our word, we have always kept it," 
he said, Although Zambia was sometimes misunderstood by Britain and other coun- 
trlea, the country had great potential and investors would always be protected by 
the Goveroment, tle a¢td the Government was currently revising laws pertaining to 
investment in order to encourage more foreign firma to invest in key areas of the 
economy to boost development. The Ministry of Finance was also working on new 
incentives to accelerate investment. Mr Johnson pledged to convey the message 
home and said it was through such co-operation that bilateral ties could be 
atrengthened, Britain, he said, had never doubted Zambia's potential and would 
continue to invest in the country.
